We were encamped on the banks ot- 


the Churn bul river,.pn f the east side.oi; 
,be Chittore bills, India. It was,a gov- 
irnment party, in, charge, of' Captain 
Fordan, a military-engineer.-,The object 
svas to see if the river-could be tapped 
ind a canal constructed to run the.wa-t 
teis across' the Hat eotintry-to the east 
'or. irrigation purposes. There were two 
English eoldiers .and a party of 20 na- 
tives detailed with the captain, and two 
Cuglish officers and myself were with 
bs survey as volunteers. This meant a 
surveying and'h'unting party combined. 
There was plenty of game in the Chit- 
ore hills, and Captain Jordan was a 
veteran hunter as well as a prominent 
eiiigueer.

We had not yet^got settled in camp 


when tho natives appeared to tell us 
some queer stories regarding a tiger 
•which had lately made his'appearaucein 
the neighborhood. In the first place, he 
was of astonishing size. 
.No one had 


ever seen his like. In the next, as they 
leclared, he had more the face of a hn- 
man being than of a tiger. 
Again, ho 


lad been encountered, face to face, by 
several natives, but instead of attacking 
:hein had contented himself with-a look 
and then walked off. 
.On one occasion 


ae had entered a village and stealthily 
approached an old man who was cook- 
ing his supper at a fire. His presence 
was not discovered until he rubbed his 
nose against the old man's shoulder and 
emitted-a sound like the purring of a 
cat. Dumb and helpless with terror, tho 
native waited to be attacked, but after 
walking around the fire two or threo 
times the beast went ofi into the thick; 
et, This old man stoutly declared that 
the tiger bad the face of a man and 
that it seemed to desire speech with 
him. 
The beast had been roaming about 


for three weeks when we got there, but 
in all that time bad not attacked a na- 
tive nor killed an animal belonging to 
the villagers. 


The natives of India are not only su- 


perstitious to the last degree, but given 
to tho grossest exaggeration in all their 
statements, and their declarations in 
this case were taken with many grains 
of allowance. As o rule they are very, 
anxious to get rid of their dangerous 
neighbors, but in this case they be- 
sought ns not to harm the tiger. The 
soul of somagood man, native or white, 
had taken possession of the .beast, and 
for that reason he had spared the vil- 
lagers and should be spared in turn. To 
kill him would be sacrilege, and in re- 
venge a man eater would be Bent to de- 
populate the village. 


It was four days after the natives had 


como in before we got sight of the man 
tiger. Captain Jordan had begun his 
preliminary work, and one day -when he 
•was on the bank of the river,'half a 
mile below camp, I took my gun togoin 
him and get a shot at some wild swans 
which had passed down the stream. 
Thus far we had: hunted only small 
game aud had heard nothing further 
from the tiger. The sun shone brightly 
in a cloudless sky, and the weather was 
hot, and I knew enough of. the. tiger's 
habits to be sure that ho would be lying 
up in some cool spot during the heat ol 
the day. I heard the captain shouting 
to his assistants long before I got to 
him; They had crossed the river!on a 
raft, and ho was alone. Just before I 
reached him I struck into a path used , 
oy the wild animals as they came down 
from the hills to drink. Forty leet away 
; caught sight of the officer standing be- 
jind his surveying instrument, and at 
;he same instant my eyes fell upon a 
;iger creeping along the path between 
us. For a few seconds I believed the 
iroature to bo 'a dog. Then as I ,fully 
realized what it was and "that he was 
stalking the unsuspecting, man I was so 
unnerved that I stood stock still and 
gazed at him. I bad only a shotgun, 
loaded with swan shot, but the actions 
of tho beast wero so singular that I for- 
got I was armed at all. While I contin- 
ued gazing at him he crept forward to 
the captain's feet and lay down and 
rolled over in play. 
::", 


All of a sudden and without realizing 


what I was doing I uttered a shout. In 
turning the captain stumbled over the 
tiger and pitched forward, and, with a 
sort of yelp, the beast sprang away into 
the bushes. Though the officer got a 
full view of the creature it was hard for 
him to believe 'that things had occurred 
us they bad. As the tiger had not been 
disturbed by mo it was a source of won 
dor why he had not attacked the officer. 
When the natives came to'hear of it, 
they asserted with gieat earnestness 
that the soul of some friend of the cap- 
tain had passed into the beast and thai 
the tiger bad beard of his presence, and 
came to welcome him. This was absurd, 
of course, but nevertheless we .had to 
admit that there was something very 
singular about the matter. 


Three evenings later we sat:at thi 


door of the mess tent- and smoked and 
talked after the evening meal. It was i 
bright moonlight evening, and we conl( 
see almost as well- as at noonday. B; 
and by Captain Jordan-rose, up am 
started down to his horse,;, 200 fee 
away, and we were following him witO 
our eyes,' when a tiger sprang out-of a 
hollow where it had been crouching am 
seized him and rushed, away to th

three inches long.

a crab. The best way to get a supply of- 
dobsons is to" "have some onejipld ohe: 
edge of a fine moshed net on tho" bot- 
tom of the stream, while'- yon turn over 
the stones' above the net with1: a' hoe.

The House Bat Eats Quantities of Lead 


Pipe and Create* Sewer Gas. 


One of the moat persistent and de- 


structive assistants the plumber has IE 
the house rat A rat can eat out plumb 
ing as fast as an average honest man 
can pay for it. To a rat a greasy lead 
pipe is a toothsome moroean. Wheu a 
hungry rat forsakes the barn and finds 
his way into the cellar of a house and 
thence up through the walls to the 
space between the floors, the first thing 
he tackles is the grease on the outside 
of a lead waste pipe. If he finds other 
food shortly thereafter, he spares the 
pipe, otherwise he eats the pipe aud the 
•water escapes through to the ceiling 
below and ruins the plaster. The plumb- 
er is sent for and repairs the leak, bnt 
he doesn't tell what caused it. 


Once upon a time a rat was "hoist 


by his own petard," so to speak. He 
got into a house and found his way to a 
lead pipe, on which he tried his teeth 
It was pleasant chewing and put a fine 
edge on his teeth, so he continued. Soon 
be had eaten a large hole in the pipe 
and a stream of scalding water poured 
forth. Before he could escape he had 
been scalded to death, to say nothing of 
being drowned. Bnt he had tbesatisfac 
tioii of knowing that he had ruined a 
fine ceiling and that the carpet under- 
neath it had been soaked full of lime 
water 
There is no great loss without 


some small gain. 


Just to show what they could do, 


some rats once ate 50 feet of lead pipe 
under a bathroom and over the kitchen 
of a big Jbotel in this city. The floor of 
the bathroom was marble and under it 
was a fireproof floor made of iron beams 
and hollow tiles. The pipes were laid 
in the space between the floor and the 
girders. Eats were attracted thereto by 
the odors from the kitchen. They met 
the lead pipes. When their appetites 
were satisfied, the space was filled with 
lead dust. 


Bats like to eat drain pipes from 


kitchen sinks because they are lined 
with grease. The only way to keep 
them away is to pack t[« pipes with 
mineral wool Mineral wool is a sub- 
stance made of furnace slag through 
which a jet of air has been forced while 
it cooled. The mineral wool gets into 
the eyes of the rats and drives them 
away. Modern plumbers discourage rats 
by laying iron instead of lead pipes. 


Bats, strange to say, are great breed 


era of sewer gas. They gather up bones 
and scraps of meat about the kitchen 
yard and carry them up into the rafters 
between floors and ceilings. The pres- 
ence of this plunder is sooner or later 
discovered by the odor, and the plumber 
is sent for to discover whence the sewer 
gas comes. It is not always well to tell 
the housekeeper the truth. 


Thus it is the humble brown house 


rat helps his friend the plumber earn 
an honest livelihood, and the plumber 
thanks him in his own gentle way.— 
Kansas City Star.
